Tuat onward wave of democracy and communism which, 
philosophical historians tell us, is sweeping rapidly over the 
world, marking its progress by shattered thrones and ruined 
dynasties, and leaving behind it a bare, barren level of useless 
equality, has not yet destroyed that secret feeling of reverence 
for royalty which is innate in the human breast. Even the 
fierce democrats of the United States cannot sufficiently con- 
tain their joy when an European Prince comes among them, 
and we in England are equally prepared to work ourselves 
into a state of delirious excitement at the prospect of a visit 
from some foreign potentate. It must in fairness be admitted 
that we make but little difference between the dusky sovereigns 
of the East and the rulers of the Western states. In every 
case we prove to our own satisfaction that England's interests 
are concerned in duly welcoming the coming guest, and with 
a pleasing modesty as to the knowledge of our language which 
prevails, we loudly announce our intention of endeavouring to 
impress him, and speed him on his homeward way a sadder as 
well as, we humbly trust, a wiser man. 

But our present visitor has claims upon us beyond those of 
ordinary monarchs. He has been our deadly foe, with whose 
forces our own troops have wrestled in stern conflict, and with 
whom we are now at peace. He is connected with our own 
Royal house by ties of alliance and affection. Like ourselves, 
the march of his empire draws him towards the East. And 
lastly, the nation which was the first to liberate the slave, can- 
not refuse a hearty welcome to him whose glory it is to have 
given freedom to the serf. 

Alexander II., Emperor and Autocrat of All the Russias, 
was born on the 29th of April, 1818. His father, the great 
Emperor Nicholas, who succeeded to the throne in 1835, not 
without some opposition, was then not the declared heir to the 
imperor. It was thought that the Grand Duke Constantine 
notwithstanding his morganatic marriage with Madame 
Grudzinsky, would still succeed to the throne, but the deed of 
renunciation of his rights which he had signed barred his suc- 
cession, and an insurrection which broke out was_ sharply 
repressed by the troops under the command of Mouravieff. 
Nicholas had in expectation of his Imperial dignity carefully 
trained his son. The drill-serjeant spirit which is so deeply 
inherent in princes of a German house, for the pure blood of 
the Romanoffs transmitted only through the female line mingled 
in the veins of the Russian Czar with that of the German House 
of Holstein-Gottorp, early marked the course of education, and 
the young Czarevitch underwent as much military discipline as 
any recruit, at the hands of his tutor, General Moerder. But 
milder influences were aiso at work. His mother, “ Alexandra 
l'eodorowna,” the Princess Charlotte, sister of the late king of 
Prussia, was placed to study the difficult Russian language 
under the poet Vasili Joukowski, and, owing to her influence, 
Alexander was released from military tuition and the completion 
of his education confided to the poet. He was fortunate in his 
instructor; Joukowski, though his fame as an original writer 
is not very widely spead, was a man of great accomplishments, 
skilled in European languages and known as the translator 
into Russian of the principal European classics, including 
many of the poems of Lord Byron, and though the head of 
the romantic school and strongly attached to the traditions of 
the old Russian party possessed liberal and cultured ideas, 
which have borne good fruit in the actions of his pupil. 

In 1834, Alexander was again called to military life, on being 
declared of full age, and in addition to other commands was 
appointed chief aide de camp of his father. But the long, un- 
broken succession of manceuvres, of reviews, and of grand 
military parades, in which Nicholas delighted, and in which he 
expected every member of his household to take part, wearied 
the young prince. His health broke down under the constant 
strain, and he obtained leave of absence and an order to travel 
in Germany. His travels terminated in a long stay at the Court 
of Hesse Darmstadt, and in his marriage on the 28th of April, 
1841, to the Princess Maria, daughter of the Grand Duke 
Louis the Third. Ever since the commencement of his father's 
reign he had held the title of Chancellor of the University of 
Finland, Previous to his marriage his ever engrossing military 
duties had left him no time to make this other than a barren 
title, but he now sought to fulfil his obligations and to attach the 
Fins to his interest, so as to confirm their union with Russia. 
He founded a chair of Finnish literature ; he warmly supported 
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scientific expeditions undertaken by the Finnish savants. He 
had also been nominated as chief of the military schools of the 
Empire. For his services in this capacity he received the 
public thanks of Nicholas, who pointedly alluded to his services 
in ‘training youth in the true Russian spirit.” 

In 1850 he travelled through great part of Southern Russia, 
visiting among other places Tiflis and Sebastopol, terminating 
his journey by joining in a raid against the Circassians, in which 
he distinguished himself so much that Prince Woronzow, the 
leader of the expedition, claimed for him the order of St, 
George. 

It has been said that he was strongly opposed to the aggres. 
sive policy of the Emperor Nicholas, and that in any discussions 
on the Eastern question his counsels were decidedly on the side 
of the preservation of peace. This conciliatory spirit was 
strongly opposed to the more ardent views of the Grand Duke 
Constantine, his younger brother, and the Emperor had to 
interpose his authority to repress dissensions, and on his death. 
bed caused Constantine to swear fidelity and allegiance to 
Alexander, an oath which he has since religiously kept. 

His accession to the throne took place ata critical period of 
the Crimean War. The Russians had been defeated in the 
open field, and, enclosed within the fortifications with which 
the genius of Todleben had girded the doomed city of Sebastopol, 
watched sullenly the hostile forces contending with the severities 
of a Muscovite winter. In the midst of the struggle a sudden 
illness seized the Emperor Nicholas, and on the 2nd of March, 
1855, the fierce spirit of him whose ambition had troubled the 
peace of Europe passed away. Alexander continued the war 
with resolution, but at last, when all parties became anxious to 
put an end to an useless strife, he showed a sincere desire for 
peace. The fall of Kars compensated in Russian opinion for 
the loss of Sebastopol, and the Emperor, having sent his envoys 
to sign the terms of peace, turned his attention to internal 
reforms. 

During his travels he had seen a good deal of the wide-spread 
corruption which disgraced every branch of the Russian ser- 
vices. Justice was denied, honour and integrity considered as 
of no account, and the rouble was as omnipotent in barbarous 
Russia as ever was the “almighty dollar” in free and en. 
lightened America. ‘This was rigorously put down, and severe 
examples made of the more prominent offenders. Another 
striking reform was effected in educational matters. By the 
ukase of the 23rd of October, 1855, the restrictions limiting the 
number of students in the Russian universities were entirely 
abolished. More characteristic still was another reform. In 
1849 Nicholas decided that the professors of the Alexander 
Lyceum, and of the School of Law at St. Petersburg, should be 
chosen from the superior officers of the army. Alexander, by an 
edict of the 25th of February, 1856, altered this, and declared 
that thenceforth military men were ineligible for appointments 
in civil schools. On the 8th of September, 1855, a chair of 
Oriental languages was founded in the University of St. Peters- 
burg, and by an ukase published in May of the following yeara 
new educational code was established, and public education 
placed under the direct personal superintendence of the Emperor 
himself. 

His character for gentleness and moderation naturally inspired 
hopes in the Poles, and an ukase of the 27th of May, 1856, 
authorised the return of those exiles of 1830 and 1831 who were 
willing to take the oath of allegiance, though without restoring 
the property that had been confiscated. But the Emperor was 
no less firmly attached to the unity of the empire than his father. 
‘It is time,” he said toan assembly of Polish nobles at Warsaw, 
“to have done with idle dreams. Finland and Poland are as 
dear to me as any other province of my empire, but for the good 
of the Poles themselves, it is necessary that’ they always remain 
members of the great family of the Emperor of Russia.” i 

In this spirit he acted. To Poland he gave the same priv 
leges as to the rest of the empire, improved education and 
municipal institutions. But the Poles were still dissatisfied 
and several risings—repressed with more or less severity—pre 
pared the way for the future insurrection, which broke out 
towards the end of 1862, and raged with a terrible fury all over 
the land. The energetic measures of the Grand Duke Con 
stantine, after a time stamped out the insurrection, but the 
indignation of all Europe against the severe measures adopt 
nearly led to a war, which was averted chiefly by the unsettle 
state of Germany and the determined attitude which Russi 
maintained. The proposed special congress resulted in 
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adoption of milder measures when the rising had been put down, 
and every effort was made to restore Polish institutions to the 
state they had been in previous to the insurrection. 

But it soon became evident that the elements of disaffection 
and revolt were still smouldering and it was finally resolved to 
put, once for all, an end to the dangers to Russian unity arising 
from Polish discontent. In December, 1865, Poles were for- 
bidden to acquire seignorial rights, while at the same time every 
facility was given ta’Russians desirous of settling in the country. 
An ukase of the 6th of August, 1866, ordered that the Russian 
language should be used in all public meetings as in other parts 
of Russia. A further rising of Poles in Siberia was summarily 
repressed, and in the month of September. patents of nobility 
were conferred on Russian citizens who had acquired real pro- 
pertyin Poland. In the following year the National Council 
of State, the last surviving institution of the old country, was 
suppressed, and public education was placed under the direction 
of the Minister at St. Petersburg. Lastly, in April, 1868, a 
formal decree abolish the kingdom of Poland. The jinis Polonia 
had at last arrived. 

Another, and perhaps the most noteworthy, event in the reign 
Alexander has been the emancipation of the serfs, which was 
carried out by the Emperor in direct opposition to the advice of 
his Cabinet. The ukase of the 3rd of Marth, 1861, effected this 
great change. The serfs were bound to pay rent for the land 
they occupied, but they had a right of purchase at a fixed rate 
of 100 roubles for every six roubles of annual value, four-fifths 
of which would be lent by the State, on the serf paying the 
other fifth, Crown serfs were emancipated in 1863, and the 
land they occupied became their own, on payment of the value 
in forty-nine annual instalments. So great a change has seldom 
been so easily accomplished, and as a practical land reformer 
the name of the Russian Emperor may be coupled with that of 
the Prussian statesman Stein. 

There is one exception, perhaps, to the generally tolerant 
policy of the Emperor. The head of the Orthodox Church, pos- 
sessing absolute temporal authority, he has endeavoured, as far 
as possible, to put down the Church of Rome. By a decree of 
1£67, children born of parents of different religious denomina- 
tions are invariably to be brought up in the Greek faith, and the 
Roman Catholic Bishops have been prevented from holding any 
relations with the Head of their Church. ‘The foreign policy of 
the Emperor has been dignified and generally successful. 
Towards the East the limits of empire have been gradually 
extended till they threaten our own dominion in India. The 
Circassians have been finally subdued, and Bokhara and Khiva 
have, after a struggle, submitted. Nor has the influence of 
Russia in European politics been less marked. Perfectly un- 
aggressive, she has silently watched the death grapples of 
nations and the rise of the mighty German Empire, and she 
may be said now almost to hold the destinies of Europe in her 
grasp. That in so short a time her influence has so vastly in- 
creased is the greatest merit of her ruler. 

The position that the Czar holds is almost unique in the 
history of modern Europe. An absolute autocrat, the father of 
his people, his relation towards whom is governed by senti- 
ments belonging to by-gone ages rather than to the present 
time, he has been studious of the arts of peace rather than of 
the arts of war. He has grasped the great truth that all 
measures which develop the internal resources of a nation, 
strengthen also her powers of offence and defence. Under his 
feign the power of Russia has advanced, not so much by ex- 
ternal conquest as by her growth in material resources. To 
have given a system of national education, to have liberated 
the slave, to have hewn down the upgrown forests of prejudice 
and bigotry, to let in the clear, bright light of real, national 
Progress, is his glory. The rough vigour of Peter, the deter- 
mined will of Alexander, and the stern rule of Nicholas, have 
pioneered the way which has been completed by the mild reign 
of Alexander. And England, which has welcomed the daughter 
a8 its adopted child, in recognition of his great qualities, now 
bids a hearty welcome to the great autocrat who has so well 
learnt the lesson that the throne is the best supported whose 
foundations are set deep in the affections of an attached and 
grateful people.

CHAPTER X. 

Even to our neighbourhood spring has come at last, and we 
are blossoming like the rose. 

One evening the trees stood bare of foliage—gaunt of aspect 
against the cold grey sky. During the night the wind changed, 
and next morning the buds gave promise of leaf and flower— 
which in about a week was amply fulfilled. 

Our road is now converted from a bleak highway into a wood. 
It is an avenue of lime trees, and the tender green of the leaves 
confers a grace and beauty even to the semi-detached villa 
residences, in one of which we have at present the good fortune 
to reside. 

How we shall support existence when the lime trees come 
into flower, it is difficult to imagine—for the neighbourhood will 
be saturated with their perfume. At present, however, there 
is no drawback to the masses of greenery which meet the 
eye. 

It was a happy idea in the owner of this property to plant 
those rows of trees. A stranger coming here now might joy- 
fully take one of our villas and imagine he was entering into 
possession of an earthly paradise. 

Indeed many strangers, apparently possessed with this idea, 
have rushed to become tenants on our estate, and only one of 
the desirable houses is at present vacant. 

I wish it was the one we occupy, but fate has decided otherwise. 

The garden attached to our residence is the largest and 
ugliest in the neighbourhood. 

Were we inclined to common market gardening, we should 
have ample space in which to grow crops for Covent Garden, 

The ground surrounding the old town where we lived when 
first these papers commenced was shaded by trees to an extent 
which found no favour in the eyes of that member of the family 
who delights in drilling peas and transplanting lettuces. As a 
balance, with the exception of the limes already honourably 
mentioned, we have not a tree about this place. 

Earth on the second day of creation could not have been barer 
of shrub and tree than the desert piece of land with which our 
eyes have been refreshed since last October. 

But this is not the fault of our landlord. No doubt—as other 
gardens on his property are as prettily laid out and planted as it 
is well possible to imagine—our Sahara at one time boasted 
fruit trees and shrubs in abundance. Of these, however, there 
is not even a trace left—if we except a few raspberry canes and 
a couple of contemptible lilac bushes. 

For three years before his departure the previous tenant held 
the place in a state of siege. With an admirable courage and 
persistency he locked the gates and defied agents, bailiffs, and 
tax collectors. 

His mission on earth seemed to be to destroy, and he fulfilled 
it. There was not a thing capable of being burnt which he did 
not consume. He hewed and spare not. Even on the goose- 
berry and currant bushes he had no mercy. Trellis work and 
light fencing served him for kindling wood, and he was about to 
commence operations on the split oak fence which encloses our 
Eden from the fields beyond, when the landlord happily sur- 
prised his garrison and forced him to surrender, 

He could not burn the verandah because its pillars and roof 
chanced to be made of iron—but there is a humour in the fact 
that the following morning, after the evening on which he was 
forced to vacate the premises, he returned very early, accom- 
panied by a labourer, and dug up a few rose trees and evergreens 
which still remained. 

Time did not permit of his devastating the strawberry beds 
—and, fortunately, his inclination does not seem to have led 
him to exhaust the soil which needs but to be turned over and 
planted with seed, and behold the wilderness turns out a fruitful 
land—laughing with plenty. 

There are difficulties, however, even to contend with even 
here. One of these assumes the form of ants, which exist by 
the ten millions—another is slugs, that have by reason of age 
and rich living arrived at a size which is perfectly appalling ; 
further, we could dispense with the starlings who take dust 
baths amongst the newly-sown peas, and if the cats in the 
neighbourhood hadn't such a remarkable fondness for our 
borders, we might hope to see the flowers flourish better. 
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But all these causes of irritation fade with insignificance 
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when compared to dogs; not even in Ireland have I ever beheld 
so many useless curs as infest this neighbourhood. 

They are about all day—and for that matter all night too. 
They walk about three and four in a party. They tear up our 
grass, and roll over our carnations—that is, to write more 
correctly, they did all these evil deeds—until our horticulturist 
bethought him of building a cairn of stones—no difficult matter 
in our Arabia Petraa, with which store of handy missiles he has so 
astonished the four-footed wandering tribe that at sight of him 
they turn tail and go scampering up the road as fast as their 
nondescript legs will carry them. 

If the tax on dogs is not intended to become a dead letter, it 
is quite time the present absurd practice of issuing licenses at 
the post office, or any office, was discontinued. 

Suppose, instead of a collector knocking at householders’ 
doors and demanding payment of poor’s rate, water rate, board 
of health rate, and so forth, it were left to the inhabitants to 
make their own returns, I wonder what the parish and com- 
panies’ revenues would amount to. 

It is easy enough now to evade payment of the annual five 
shillings, but it was not so easy for Mrs. A., washerwoman, or 
Mr. B., costermonger, to avoid stating the truth in the old days, 
when liking or not, her or his favourite mongrel would rush out 
into the passage barking furiously at sound of the collector's 
rat-tat. 

Speaking broadly, I should say not more than one dog in twelve 
in our neighbourhood has had a license taken out for him. 

The people who own these curs could not pay five shillings 
down in a lump to anybody but their landlord—and they very 
often do not pay him. They have not enough to feed their 
children—to say nothing of their dogs—and the dogs con- 
sequently earn a precarious living off neighbouring manure 
heaps, and by prowling round the poorer classes of shops, where 
they can sometimes steal a herring, or secure a piece of offal. 

Were the tax enforced, the revenue would probably be no 
larger, but we should be relieved from a plague of stray mongrels 
varying in size from those who slink about with hungry eyes 
and sides clapped together, as pigs or sheep, such miserable 
creatures to look at, to yelping curs no larger than cats, who 
belong to no breed recognised by any canine fancier in the 
land. 

So far as it is possible for a stranger to judge, this mag- 
nificent season has exercised no enlivening influence on the 
inhabitants ‘‘ Where we Live.” 

They acknowledge that the weather is fine, but they probably 
have their own good reasons for looking depressed whilst agree- 
ing to the fact. 

It is quite possible indeed that when July comes, and the 
marshes begin to deliver up their miasma—this may be a more 
unhealthy neighbourhood than it certainly proves during the 
early part of this present year, when from hour to hour people 
seemed to hold their lives in their hands; but it is a poor heart 
that never rejoices, and if the glorious sunshine and the mag- 
nificent lime trees, and that wonderful avenue of chestnuts which 
in any other neighbourhood would be a known and noted place 
of resort, cannot cause a momentary feeling of pleasure, I do 
not think anything could. 

The natives are as phlegmatic as Dutch boors. Nevertheless, 
remembering last winter I wonder there are any natives left 
alive to be phlegmatic. 

It is a noticeable truth, however, that even the gipsies who 
come out here to camp are not as lively and picturesque as the 
gipsies who affect more civilized suburbs. 

Very different indeed are the Romany ladies and gentlemen 
who come in their own carriages and take up their summer 
quarters on our waste grounds. Others I can remember camp- 
ing round and about the pleasant lawns leading to Southgate, or 
stopping for the night on the scraps of common land then extant 
in the neighbourhood of the Green Lanes. 

Our gipsies are utilitarian to an extent which is absolutely 
disgusting. 

There is no romance about their rascality “‘ Where we Live.” 
The lazy varlets do not think it worth while even to keep up an 
appearance of mystery when they come amongst us. They deal 
with the house-dwellers without putting the slightest gloss upon 
the transaction. They wrangle with the shopkeepers about a 
farthing, and, unless well looked after, leave considerably more 
than the disputed farthing in his debt. 

If he trusts them to the extent of a penny, weeks elapse 
before they cross his threshold, and then they repudiate their 
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They buy filthy bacon, cheating our nomad curs of their 
perquisites—rank and rancid, such as no beggar would look at 
in order to relish the fowls they steal, the rabbits they knock 
over. 

They even keep poultry on our common lands—poultry, no 
doubt, easily and cheaply come by; and their geese cackle "and 
their ducks quack—(geese and ducks originally reared by rent. 
paying Englishmen)—round and about the caravans and tents 
made of blankets and old matting. 

Surely if the common lands of England are to be secured for 
the people, a very simple clause in the act might do away with 
this pest of idle vagabonds, who live rent free and tax free on 
the public estate. 

‘When gipsies take ostensibly to trades, as they do ‘* Where we 
Live "—and certainly the women wear piqué dresses—surely it is 
time to ask them to conform to the modern custom of recog. 
nising a landlord. About ‘* Where we Live” there is really little 
more to write except that which might be said to some ad. 
vantage in the pages of a novel. 

It was my intention to have enlarged upon the enormous 
prices the poor who pay cash are asked for most indifferent 
articles ; likewise I proposed touching upon our unpaid magis. 
trates, the local press, and the tactics of those religious bodies 
calling themselves dissenters. 

But I must confess myself beaten. ‘Where we Live” has 
in fact been victorious over me, as I suppose it proves itself 
sooner or later, over all those sufficiently vainglorious to essay 
its strength. 

Ours is a neighbourhood which destroys vitality. A day's 
work takes as much out of one as a week's might in a different 
air. ‘* Where we lived” when these papers commenced was not 
a particularly desirable or exhilarating habitation, but it seems 
to me it was simply Paradise in comparison to this road bor. 
dered by limes, which would indeed be a most pleasant and 
cheering road were it at the other side of London. 

In that impossible case what rent should we be called upon 
to pay, 1 wonder. Hereafter, I beg to state that I purpose to 
say a few words about House Hunting, two papers on another 
subject intervening.

THE ROYAL ACADEMY OF ARTS. 


(SECOND NOTICE.) 
GaLtery No. III. 

Mr. E. J. Poynter, A., has, we are glad to see, shaken him- 
self free from the claws of the dragon, and sends a delicate little 
picture, called ‘*‘ Rhodope” (No. 172), of a girl tying on her blue 
sandal. Close by is rather a good small landscape by Mr. D. 
Bates, ‘‘ A Gipsy Girl’’ (No. 176); the figures are unimportant, 
but the sky and background are well treated. The great attrac. 
tion, however, in this neighbourhood is ‘‘ Capital and Labour,” 
by Mr. H. S. Marks, A., in our opinion one of his best pictures. 
There is genuine comedy, without burlesque, in the group of 
aggrieved workmen with their spokesman, who evidently sue 
the haughty old lord for an advance in their pay; the spokes- 
man is extremely natural, with his half-bullying, half-carneying 
air, and the proprietor is a model of a stiff-necked old feudal 
landlord. They stand on the platform where the new works of 
of the castle are being carried on; the older portion of the 
building rises on the right, and over the unfinished wall we look 
on a pleasant English landscape such as the painter represents 
so well. But is not an Irish labourer, at that date, rather an 
anachronism? Mr. R. Ansdell, R.A., has an extraordinary pic- 
ture (No. 106) of some cattle and a dog ; the colley is paralysed, 
poor thing, and the cow seems to be standing on top of the calf! 
Of Sir F. Grant, P.R.A., and his “ Knitting a Stocking” (No. 
189), we can say nothing, except to give a deferential eulogium 
on the singularly lady-like position of the knitter, and the exqui- 
site harmonies of her dress. ‘‘ The Grape Gatherer” (No. 193) 
by Mr. P. F. Poole, R.A., looks as if she had crushed the grapes 
and partaken too freely of the result of her labours—her basket 
is slipping off her head. ‘The Nut-Brown Maid,” by Mr. G. 
D. Leslie, A., is very pleasant to look upon, and the background, 
though rather familiar, cool and well-painted; the lime-stone 
well with its screen of hazel boughs, and attendant nymph are 
sure to be popular. Mr. C. W. Cope, R.A., in his ‘ Taming of 
the Shrew’ (No. 201) has altogether missed the spirit of the 
scene ; Katherine would have seen in a minute that such @ 
laughing Petruchio had some scheme in hand, taat cool studious 
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gentleman is no character of Shakespeare’s! Mr. R. W. Mac- 
beth’s “ Phillis on the new-made Hay” (No. 213) is in many 
respects a delightful pastoral. We do not altogether admire the 
the comparison, but the colour is very good, and the drawing 
excellent; the figures on the hay cart coming through the ford 
are pretty and graceful—much more so, we fear, than most 
country lasses. The picture is execrably hung. Mr. E. Armi- 
tage, R. A., is about at his worst, both in sentiment and colour, 
in No. 218, ** St. John taking the Virgin to his own home ;” it 
is almost impossible to criticise a picture of this kind—reverence 
for the subject forbids burlesque, and it deserves no other treat- 
ment. One of the finest pieces of painting here, is Mr. J. Pettie’s 
“State Secret’ (No. 223), a cardinal burning a paper, while a 
trembling satellite watches him. It was a daring experiment to 
put the flame of the paper against the scarlet robe, but it has 
proved a success ; perhaps the reflected light is rather too strong 
—the Cardinal has a transparent look. Still the picture is a fine 
one, but where is the centre of gravity in that bronze on the 
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| table? Mr. T. Faed, R.A., has one of his pseudo-sentimental 
Scotch pictures, neither better nor worse than many for years 


past; it is called “ Forgiven" (No. 227). Mr. C. E. Holloway's 
‘* Morecambe Pier” (No. 229) being near the ceiling, we can 
only believe it to be good from what is known of his usual work.

Curiously enough his other Shakspearian 
Picture, “‘ Ophelia” (No. 380, Gallery No. IV.), is as good as 
this one is bad.

his best; though his ‘ French lane” (No. 270) looks fresh and 
cool, his red cow looks transparent. Neither is Mr. W. F. 
Yeames, A., in ‘“ The appeal to the podesta” (No. 280), though 
the detail is even painfully accurate, the figures are equally 
painful in their woodenness. Mr. Vicat Cole, A., gives us, in 
No. 296, a most extraordinary effect of light; by the mist it 
should be morning, and the quotation bears out this idea, but if 
that is not a sunset glow we never saw one! And since the 
sun is behind the trees, there could not possibly be a strong 
light upon them on the side facing us! M. Alma Tadema's 
“Joseph” (No. 300) is very clever, and beautifully done, but 
wanting in interest. ‘‘Old Damascus: Jew’s Quarter,” by 
F. Leighton, R.A., is as exquisite in drawing, in colour, and in 
feeling as could be wished. Specially beautiful are the girl ina 
green dress on the right of the picture, and the child standing 
with outspread dress under the citron-tree. The painting of the 
courtyard-walls, too, is marvellous. We prefer not to criticise 
Mr. J. R. Herbert's ‘ Adoration of the Magi” (No. 308) fora 
reason already given. It is hard to be obliged to take exception 
to a picture so perfect in execution as is ‘‘The North-west 
The painting could not pos- 
sibly be better, and the head of the old sea-captain is splendidly 
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characteristic, but the landscape through the open window is 
not good, and there seems to us a certain affectation in the 
introduction of the Union Jack and some other accessories. 
But, no doubt, this will be one of the pictures of the year, and 
it deserves to be. The only other pictures of much value in 
this gallery are ‘The Queen of the Tournament” by P. H. 
Calderon, R.A. (No. 335), and No. 348, “ Antique juggling girl,”’ 
by I. Leighton, R.A. The latter, a beautiful girl, nearly nude, 
tossing globes in the air, is the perfection of female beauty, and 
the flesh tints are warm and delicious—the drawing of course 
defies criticism. Mr. Calderon’s picture of the lady crowning 
her true knight is sure to be popular from the charm of the 
sentiment, but we do not like it so much as some of his—there 
is a satiny texture about it, and the faces are too much ofa type.

Axel and Valburg. A Tragedy in Five Acts, from the 
Danish of Adam Oehlenschliger. By Pierce Bur.er, late 
Rector of Ulcombe, Kent. Edited by Professor PaLmer, 
M.A., St. John’s, Cambridge. Tribner & Co. 


Readers who remember the earlier volume of ‘‘ Blackwood’s 
Magazine” may return a pleasant, though vague, recollection of 
the Hore Danice, some at least of which were devoted to the 
dramas of Oehlenschlager. It is no wonder that an accom- 
plished, scholarly, active-minded man like Mr. Pierce Butler, 
even while he lived on the gui vive for work for his hand to do, 
his eye to map, or his pen to make public, should have lit upon 
so attractive and compact a drama as “ Axel and Valbourg,” 
and laid himself out to do it into English. The touching and 
pretty tale is rendered with much refinement, and hardly once 
throughout the five acts do we chance upon an ungraceful line, 
or a sentence that is not musical and metrical. The plot is an 
old-world affair, dating A.D. 1162. The scene is laid in Christ- 
church in Nidaros. We almost fancy ourselves back with Mr. 
William Morris in his “ Earthly Paradise.” But it is a sad 
story how the young hero, Axel, enamoured of his cousin 
Valburg, and long kept from hope of winning her by reason of 
Danish laws against cousin-marriage, comes back from foreign 
service after five years with a dispensation from the Pope, and 
is just about to grasp his happiness when the cup is dashed by 
an intriguing priest, and a king who is at once a relative and a 
rival. Hakon, King of Norway, and a black friar, Knud, devise 
another bar to the lovers on the score of their being ‘‘ baptismal 
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pose, added to other prohibited degrees. Anyhow, the marriage

is deferred, it quite seems sine die, though a little stratagem 
and dealing with the superstitious notions of the Norwegians 
enables Wilhelm, Axel's friend, to all but effect an elopement 
and a marriage in exile. But just then war knocks at Hakon's 
gates, and though Axel has been wronged by him in his love, he 
owes him allegiance as his kinsman. He puts his blooming 
Valburg from him, just as she is about to become his own, 
dons his armour, stands by his king, who in the battle-fray 
becomes so won upon by his noble devotion, that he repents of 
his selfish meddling with Axel's love. But anon the enemy 
surround them. An exchange of helmets draws the brunt of 
the skirmish upon Axel, who dies to save his prince, though 
that individual finds his end later in the same conflict. The 
drama ends with Valburg’s death, beside her lover's body in 
the Church of Nidaros, and the preparations for their union in 
death and one grave. Like other such plots this is not very 
complicated or elaborate, but the picture is graceful, the cha- 
racters natural, and the tout ensemble speaks very highly for the 
skill of the Danish dramatist. The bétes noires of the piece are 
not over-blackened, and the secondary character—¢e.g., Erland, 
the Archbishop, and Wilhelm, Axel's warrior-friend—very well 
delineated. It would be unjust to close this hasty sketch with- 
out a sample or two of the style and spirit of Mr. Pierce Butler's 
translation. Our first shall be a rude old warrior’s view of the 
way in which all things begin to go to the bad—a very lively 
bit of satire— 


Byorn (shakes his head)— 
Had they but had the grace to hold in honour 
The ancient drinking-horn, the rest might pass : 
But to sip ale and mead out of a cup, 
That is a fashion which will bring the land 
Sooner or later to complete destruction, 
A courteous knight would always drain his measure, 
And not set down beard-drippings on the table. (p. 104).

The Prayer Book. With Scripture Proofs and Historical 
Notes. By A. TuHropore Wircman, M.A. London: 
Bemrose & Sons. 

This is hardly the place in which would be expected a critical 
review upon a manual introductory and explanatory to the 
Book of Common Prayer, its Offices and its Articles. And yet 
as the book has been sent to us, and we* have dipped into it 
with interest and profit, we cannot do less than recommend 
it to parish schoolmasters, diocesan inspectors, and young 
clergymen in their class-room, with the first grades of pupils— 
as containing all that is needful to be known by way of collateral 
information about our Ritual. Blunt's Annotated Ritual is very 
good. This is handier, because briefer. Sadler's Church 
Teacher's Mahual js excellent, but we do not know that it excels 
the Manual, except in its Catechetical form, and it must be 
remembered that this volume embraces the historical matter, 
Sadler's, chiefly the doctrinal matter of the Prayer Book, 
Over such works as Wheatley and Sparrow, this manual has the 
advantage of modernness, which is not small. We wish it 
God speed.

Tus set of copy books fully deserves its title. The simple 
and ingenious plan of the exercises being marked out by dotted 
outlines, in addition to the “ set’ copy, renders it next to im- 
possible for a pupil to fail in making rapid progress. A good 
foundation is laid for forming a bold yet graceful style without 
useless ornaments, the lessons at the same time being so 
gradually progressive that improvement would seem to come 
without effort. In schools these books will prove invaluable, 
rendering the office of writing master almost a sinecure; while 
adults whose early training in caligraphy has been neglected will 
find in them the means of bringing themselves to a level with 
those more favoured. For this last class a few words of instruc- 
tion gummed on the back of the cover would be advantageous.

MAGAZINES OF THE MONTH. 





In Blackwood this month the “ Story of Valentine and his 
brother’’ makes a considerable advance, inasmuch as we are 
introduced to the second character of the drama, and to their 
common mother. ‘ A Knight of Rhineland” is unworthy of the 
magazine, it is merely commonplace verse. The most attractive 
article is ‘*‘ Hercules,” devoted to an analysis of the hero’s cha- 
racter as it may be gathered from the ‘ Hercules Furens,” 
‘Trachiniew,” and * Philoctetes.” We cannot say we share the 
author's admiration for the second tragedy, which always struck 
us being the dreariest of Greek plays, and fully bearing out the 
doubt as to its authorship. ‘‘ Convivium Templare "’ seems to 
be an attempt (not a successful one) to copy ‘* Noctes Ambro- 
siane. 

Cassell's Magazine completes both its serials, and issues a pro- 
mising programme for the next volume. Mr. Robert Buchanan's 
poem, * The Mountain Ruin,” is not worthy of the big capitals 
which seem to be thought necessary, whenever he has anything 
in this journal. The story by Mr. Gilbert, illustrative of that 
mysterious disease dipsomanie, is very forcible, and equally 
painful. And there is a good article called *‘ The Gigantic 
Salamander.”’ , 

We recommend to the notice of our lady readers ‘ Arachne in 
Sloane Street,” a delightful account in the Cornhill Magazine of 
the school of embroidery in Sloane Street; and to everybody, 
the lines ** To a friend leaving England in September,” in which 
we recognise the hand of one of our most graceful writers, and 
accomplished critics. The two serials are continued and there 
is a well-written article on ‘‘ The French Press.” 

The Contemporary Review relies this month chiefly upon Mr. 
Gladstone's translation of ‘The Reply of Achilles.” Not the 
least interesting portion of this is the preface, but, with all due 
deference to such an authority, we do not think octosyllabic 
measure fittingly represents the dignity of the subject. The 
best of the other articles ate Mr, Orr’s essay on Browning, and 
Dr. Lee's notice of ‘* The Movement for Corporate Reunion.” 

In The Day of Rest we chiefly notice a very interesting ac- 
count, by the Rev. John Hunt, of Count Zinzendorf, founder of 
Moravian brotherhood; also a well-written parable ‘‘ The Fire- 
Worshippers,”’ setting forth the impotence of persecution. The 
contents generally are fully up to the average. 

A most readable article on a too generally neglected dramatist, 
Charles Lamb's favourite, “ John Webster,” would alone be 
enough to make Fraser worth reading. It is from the pen of 
one of the youngest of our minor poets, Mr. Edmund W. Gorse, 
and shows that he has both read and appreciated his author; 
but we cannot admit that Webster is to be placed before Mar- 
lowe, and Ford is at least his equal. There are also a good 
review of Constable, the publisher's, Life and Correspondence ; 
an article, which deserves serious attention, on railway accidents ; 
and a rather superficial article on London street architecture. 

Macmillan opens with a review of the “ Life and Writings of 
Fielding,” ‘‘ our first great novelist,” as Mr. Smith justly calls 
him. We most thoroughly and heartily agree with the author’s 
appreciation of the most humorous and delicate of eighteenth 
century fiction writers, and the sketch of his life is interesting ; 
by the bye, Fielding did not tear himself from his wife and 
children, when he went to Lisbon—as a matter of fact, he took 
her and his eldest daughter with him. Mrs. Knox’ poem, “ Laid 
at Rest,” is fairly smooth, and the agreeable chapters on Men- 
delssohn are brought to a close. 
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Besides these, 
acknowledge the receipt of Chambers’ fournal, Good Words, 
Good Things, Churchman's Shilling Magazine, Sunday Maga- 
sine, Golden Hours, Little Folks, Quiver, Old and New, Day of 
Days, Our Own Fireside, Home Words, Illustrated Mirror, Our 
Young Folks Weekly Budget, and (from Messrs. Cassell, Petter, 
and Galpin) Old and New London, British Battles, Bible Edu- 
cator, Illustrated History of England, Popular Educator, Races 
of Mankind, and A2sop's Fables.

THE OPERAS. 

Tuesday at Drury Lane witnessed the débit of a new soprano Madlle. 
Imogene Orelli, of course in La Traviata, who, though a careful actress, 
does not, so far as a first hearing goes, impress the ear very strongly 
as a singer. Signor Galassi won yet more laurels by his performance 
of that terrible old gentleman whom the librettist styles Germont 
Giorgio, his version of “Di Provenza” was extremely good. Les 
Huguenots was repeated on Thursday and Norma on Saturday. On 
Monday Signor Rota took Signor Agnesi’s part in Semiramide. Yester- 
day Mdlle. Singelée was to make her first appearance as Catarina in 
Les Diamans de la Couronne. Considering the class of performances 
which used to be given at that dismal cellar L’Athénée, and the ill- 
success which befel all its managers, it is curious to see that two of its 
artists are holding leading places at our operas. We doubt if Mdlle. 
Singelée will make such a hit as Mdlle. Marimon, though we have no 
doubt of her success.

I Puritani, L’ Africaine, and Huguenots commenced the week at Covent 
Garden. Jl Guarany was produced on Thursday for the fourth time in 
England, and made a greater impression than on its first performances, 
though the late hour at which it concluded thinned the house most woe- 
fully, and the interest falls ol amperwetaa afterthe third act. M. Gomez’ 
music is of a very unsettled character. He has evidently been much im- 
pressed by the schools of Verdi and Meyerbeer, and shows some leaning 
towards the music of the future. But then again a great deal of the 
music is singularly bright and tuneful, almost im the style of M. Lecocgq, 
and this tendency is counteracted by a curious abruptness of style and 





straining after effect, and most unmelodious intervals. Some of the 
music is curiously familiar. The opening recitative of Signor Cotogni 
js accompanied by fragments of an unmistakeable old Schottisch, and 
the grand duet which terminates the first act is the exact counterpart of 
the noisy duet inJ Martiri, which Mdlle. Piccolomini used to give on the 
occasion of her benefits, with orchestral effects borrowed from Hamlet. 
The tenor recitative in the second act has passages of the Incanta- 
tion Music from Der Freischiitz, and Signor Cotogni’s drinking song is 
quite of the music-hall type, while the ballad and scena of Emilia in 
the third act is evidently inspired by reminiscences of Otello. 

As performed, however, during the present season at Covent Garden, a 
far worse opera would prove attractive. Mdlle. Marimon, who suc- 
ceeds Mdlle. Sessi, now retired from the stage, as the heroine Emilia, 
has two solos which show her purity of phrasing and almost reckless 
brilliancy of execution to the utmost advantage, and throughout the 
opera she sings and acts with unflagging vigour. Then Signor Bolis 
js just the sort of tenor for the part of the faithful Guarany, Pery, and 
disregarded the many difficulties of the music, singing tender love 
music and vigorous declamatory passages, with equal skill. M. Maurel, 
who plays a villainous Cacique, is quite as good in the part as was M. 
Faure, and his invocation, **O Dio,” was one of the best things in the 
opera. Then Signor Cotogni has a tuneful and dashing drinking song, 
which he gives with the utmost spirit. Add to this, that the fourth act 
contains some beautiful ballet music and is one of the most picturesque 
scenes seen even at Covent Garden, that the band goes through the 
difficult and unfamiliar music with admirable accuracy, and that the 
chorus are fully efficient, and we may predict that I/ Guarany will rival 
the success of L’Africaine. 

The performance of Rigoletto on Saturday night was one of the best 
that we have heard for years. Mdlle. Albani was in splendid voice, 
and her singing and acting showed vast improvement on anything she 
has done this season, especially in Gilda’s opening air ‘‘ Caro nome,” 
and in the last act. Graziani, who made his first appearance this 
season as the Jester, was in very fine voice, and sung quite in the old 
style, and his acting, which has improved much of late, was extremely 
good throughout. He is now probably the best Rigoletto on the stage, 
and sings the music better than any other. Signor Bolis made another 
hit as the Duke, though he spoilt the final cadenza in the duet 
“FE il sol dell’ anima,” but he well deserved his encore for his version 
of “La donna e mobile.” Mdme. Scalchi has but little to do, but her 
splendidly luscious voice told effectively in the quartet, and contributed 
in no small degree to the vociferous encore, and Signor Tagliafico 
“made-up ” wonderfully as the brigand Sparafucile. The band and 
chorus were both irreproachable. 


GAIETY. 


The revival of some of the old-fashioned dramas in which our fore- 
fathers used to delight is a commendable feature in the Gaiety 
programme, and Guy Mannering is a very curious specimen of the old 
musical drama. It is not an opera, for it contains no concerted pieces 
and the songs are purely incidental, and introduced in the most 
delightfully abrupt fashion, and might be omitted without any detriment 
to the action of the piece. Henry Bertram suddenly bursts into the 
“Pilgrim of Love” much to the amazement of honest Dandie 
Dinmont, Julia sings Scotch songs of various kinds, the Gipsies sing 
glees, and their chief meeting Dandie and Bertram in a lonely glen 
delays them while he indulges in a song. There are none of those 
ingenious excuses made such as Mr. Folair recommended to Nicholas 
Nickleby as available when it is necessary to introduce a dance, the 
songs are sung without any previous formality of any description. Of 
course all this is utterly foreign to that realism which is now all the 
fashion on the stage, but in its way it is pleasant enough. 

Guy Mannering is much curtailed for Gaiety representation, and the 
company perform it respectably, if without any high degree of efficiency. 
Mr. Honey is of course very amusing, as Dominie Sampson, and his 
confusion and terror when confronted by Meg Merrilies are extremely 
comic. Mr. Cotte walks through the part of Henry Bertram, and 
sings his music nicely, while Mr. Harcourt walks in and out, which is 
all he has to do, as the Colonel, at the proper moment, and joins so 
energetically in the chorus of ‘There is nae luck about the hoose” 
that we felt quite disappointed when the curtain fell without his having 
asolo. Mr. Maclean is a vigorous Dandie. If Mrs. Leigh could only 
manage her voice as skilfully as she makes up her face, she would be 
an irreproachable Meg Merrilies, as it is, the energetic lady destroys all 
sense of illusion, and we should like Miss Loseby better if she had 
only to sing and not to speak, as in the latter case she pitches her 
voice very unpleasantly. The mounting though of a somewhat 
“scratch” description is quite adequate, though the scene painter has 
been liberal enough of his trees, to cause the ghost of Dr. Johnson to 
rise in protest, and the chorus sing “* The Chough and Crow,” the 
opening solo very nicely taken by an unknown young lady, and “ The 
winds whistle cold” very effectively. Mr. Ludwig, too, who plays 
Gabriel, sings “The Wolf” in good style. Altogether we much 
enjoyed Guy Mannering.

A fresh squabble arising out of the renter question at Drury Lane 
has come into our law courts, and has ended in a very unsatisfactory 
manner. The renters of Drury Lane were entitled to free admission to 
every part of the house, a privilege which of late years has been tacitly 
curtailed. A renter, Mr. Dauney, endeavoured to force his way in, 
in a somewhat imperious manner, and was accused of striking a box- 
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keeper who endeavoured to prevent him. The jury found that he 
“ believed that he was justified,” an open verdict which scarcely settles 
the question satisfactorily as between the official and the renter. 

Without in any way wishing to curtail the advantages which renters 
enjoy, we may remark that the proprietors of Drury Lane have been at 
times too apt to insist on their strict rights. They have a good tenant 
in Mr. Chatterton, who has made their property a paying concern, and 
greatly improved the value of the renters’ shares, and who has not 
always met with such liberal treatment as he has deserved at their 
hands. And the reflection that the advantage they enjoy of a season of 
Italian opera at the theatre is mainly owing to the fact that the renters’ 
interest in Her Majesty's Theatre keeps the house closed ought to 
make them wiser. It is to be hoped that some satisfactory arrange- 
ment may be come to with respect to this matter.

He sang painfully flat throughout the early part of 
the season, improving, however, later on. Signor Mongini was in his 
forty-fifth year.
